Canada is giving considerable at- 
tention to the problem of the dis- 
abled , In Canada this is 

by the Canadian army 
yailitary hospitals’ 


tissioners, supplemented by pro- 
; jal commissions, according to 
‘pur government experts who have 
their eyes on such matters. 

The Canadian army medical corps 
ja concerned most intimately with 
giving the active medical and surgi- 
cal treatment required by the men 
over seas, and the military hospitals’ 
commission limits its activities more 
or less completely to caring for men 
in Canada who are convalescent or 
require treatment of a special 
nature. 

The opinion prevails in Canada, as 
it must in all countries, that the 
bodily or mental disability dué to 
military service must be brought to 
e minimum before a disabled soldier 
ean be considered to have hecome 
capable of working effectively and af 
supporting himself in competit’on 
with bis fellows. Further, it is om 
sidered important that when 
cessary and possible. disabled 
must be taught occupetions in 
that they may breeome emplovable.

GIVING BEEF CATTLE SILAGE 


Value of Material in Fattening Em- 
by Experiment Conduct- . 
ed at Indiana Station. 


The value of the silo in fattening 
cattle was strongly emphasized by the 
Indiana station. In this experiment 
substantial gains were made om the 
following ration: 

25 pounds cottonseed meal. 

4.4 pounds clover hay. 

14.4 shelled corn. 

27.7 pounds corn silage. 

When silage was fed the cost of 
gain was one-half cent & pound leas 
than with dry feed and the Increase 
in profits amounted to from $3 to $8 
per steer. The cottonseed meal gare 
much better results than of] meal aad 
tended to produce firmer flesh with 
silage.
